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City blows winter 
works bucket 


Tax hikes. Councillors 
say they have to 
consider an increase 
— and taxpayers may 
have to pay for it

With the city now well over 
budget for snow and ice re¬ 
moval for a sixth straight 
year, some regional council¬ 
lors are suggesting it could 
mean an increase in munici¬ 
pal taxes. 

“It should come as no sur¬ 
prise to anybody that will be 
the conversation,” said Coun. 
Steve Craig on Thursday. 

“You can only cut so far, 
you can only manage so lean.” 

Big bills for staff over¬ 
time and equipment rentals 
linked to February’s parade 
of snowstorms pushed the 
total spending on snow and 
ice removal to just over $20 


million as of Feb. 28. 

HRM spokesperson Jen¬ 
nifer Stairs said that doesn’t 
include any expenses in¬ 
curred by grader rentals this 
month, or by the possible 
snowstorm this weekend. 

“I think it’s safe to say 
we’re on track to spend at 
least as much as we did last 
year, which was in the range 
of $24 million or so,” she 
said. 

Since the 2009-10 season, 
HRM has been over budget 
for snow and ice removal by 
anywhere from $3 million to 
$6 million. 

The budget stepped up 
from just over $12 million 
per year to $15 million in 
2012-13 and then to $20 mil¬ 
lion in 2013-14. 

Craig said that consistent¬ 
ly underfunding a program 
like winter works is “foolish¬ 
ness,” and suggested council 
would have to consider find¬ 
ing the money to bump the 
budget up again. 

“The reality is, if you 
budget appropriately, then 
on the other side of the ledg¬ 


er has to be the revenue to 
cover it,” he said. “We can’t 
get all the things we want 
and hold the tax rate or the 
level of tax burden forever.” 

Coun. Tim Outhit said 
that although regional 
council will have to start at 
least thinking about tough 
choices, given a slowdown 
in the city’s growth, he’s not 
ready to accept an increase 
in taxes just yet. 

“It seems to me that pub¬ 
lic works is one of the areas 
we constantly cut back or 
freeze, yet it’s survey after 
survey, call after call is what 
we hear is so important to 
our residents,” he said. 

“But ... I think we’ve got 
to also look at some equip¬ 
ment and technology and 
standards and this sort of 
thing.”

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Calgary mayor inspires 
hundreds in Halifax 



Talk. Community 
planning also top of 
mind for Naheed Nenshi

Calling Calgary’s mayor a 
“people person” would be an 
understatement. 

Whether it’s his politics, 
personality or both, it seems 
Naheed Nenshi is striking 
the right chord with people; 
he’s the kind of city leader 
most can only dream of. 

Nenshi visited Halifax 
on a whirlwind trip that in¬ 
cluded public talks at both 
the Halifax Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and a more intimate Q 
& A at a coffee shop Thursday 
afternoon, before delivering 
the 14th Annual Carmichael 
Lecture hosted by the Down¬ 
town Halifax Business Com¬ 
mission that evening. 

The lecture was designed 
to engage residents on key 
ideas necessaiy to lead the 
city towards urban revitaliza¬ 
tion. 

A crowd of more than 800 
looked to Nenshi as a vision¬ 
ary on the topic. 

“Really it’s all about con¬ 
nectedness,” Nenshi began. 

“By connection to one an¬ 
other. By connection to our 
physical environment. 

“By connection to our 
built environment. By con¬ 
nection to government.” 

That simple notion, he 
explained, is the crux of his 
city’s 100-year vision that

mandates Calgaiy be a place 
where people not only can 
make a living, but enjoy a 
life — a reason he joked why 
he keeps “stealing children” 
from ours. 

During Thursday’s lecture, 


Nenshi explained how his 
staff managed to transform 
Calgary from the sprawling 
suburbia it once was — “We 
were very slowly hollowing 
our city from the middle 
out,” he told the crowd — to 
a shining example of stra¬ 
tegic urban growth and infra¬ 
structure planning. 

His team reintroduced a 
modified grid system and im¬ 
proved transportation to the 
city’s outskirts, while simul¬ 
taneously developing more 
highrise living in the city 


core in order to attract more 
families to live downtown. 

In this way, Nenshi said, 
they fulfilled the city’s man¬ 
tra of “complete streets, com¬ 
plete communities” to build 
more sustainable long-term 
development. 

The transformation has 
been matched by an expo¬ 
nential population growth in 
recent years. 

As Nenshi worked Thurs¬ 
day night’s crowd, joking 
about outbuilding our new 
central library and running 


a city “paved with golden 
streets,” he encouraged Hali¬ 
gonians that our city isn’t so 
far off. 

Better investments in 
those parts of a city that 
make citizens smile eveiyday 
— arts and culture, sports 
and recreation, public spaces 
and transportation — will 
weave a stronger, more vi¬ 
brant urban fabric, he said. 

“You’ve got all those in¬ 
gredients, so you need to tell 
that stoiy around the coun¬ 
try.”

Nova Scotia’s justice minister 
has rejected calls from the Op¬ 
position for an independent re¬ 
view of the Central Nova Scotia 
Correctional Facility in Bum- 
side, after a 19-year-old inmate 
suffered life-threatening injur¬ 
ies during an assault. 

Halifax police say the man 
from Lower Sackville, who was 
assaulted around 10:40 p.m. 
Tuesday, remains in hospital 
with life-threatening injuries. 

Justice Minister Lena 
Metlege Diab says she received 
a letter from the Progressive 
Conservatives calling for an in¬ 
dependent review, but she feels 
the government’s current plans 
to improve the situation at the 


jail are sufficient. 

Diab says she’s confident 
that measures are in place that 


will address issues at the over¬ 
crowded jail in Halifax, which 
houses about 250 inmates. 


She says some prisoners 
are being moved from the jail 
in stages to a new facility in 


Pictou County, noting $6.2 mil¬ 
lion was recently announced 
for renovations, which includes

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Accused in chemicals 
case to apply for bail 


A bail hearing for a man ac¬ 
cused of possessing volatile 
chemicals that led to evacua¬ 
tions in Halifax and Ottawa is 
scheduled for Friday. 

Christopher Phillips, 42, 
was arrested in an Ottawa ho¬ 
tel on Jan. 21 after the building 
was evacuated. 

He was later brought 
back to Halifax where he was 
charged with uttering threats 
and possession of a weapon — 
the chemical osmium tetrox- 


ide — for a 
dangerous 
purpose. 

Police 
have said 
the cot¬ 
tage and a 
shed that 
Phillips 
owned in 
the coastal 
commun¬ 
ity of Grand Desert were filled 
with chemicals in various 


states of degradation. 

During a Feb. 5 court hear¬ 
ing, defence lawyer Mike Tay¬ 
lor said his client wasn’t able 
to apply for bail because he 
didn’t have a place to stay at 
that time. 

Taylor said the accusation 
that Phillips threatened police 
was based on an email that was 
misconstrued and his client 
believes he had the chemicals 
for legitimate reasons.

What would you do if

The answer probably 
wouldn’t be to turn the 
money down, but that is 
exactly what Daniel Bartelc, 
along with co-founders Cam 
McDonald and Bobby Besant, 
did on an episode of the CBC 
show Dragons’ Den that aired 
Wednesday night. 

The three pitched their 
company, Sage Mixology, 
which sells a unique two-in- 
one bottle design that separ¬ 
ates booze from mix to give 
customers a bar-quality cock¬ 
tail in the comfort of their 
own homes.

Dragon Arlene Dickinson of¬ 
fered the guys half a million 
dollars, plus a distilleiy li¬ 
cence, for 40 per cent owner¬ 
ship of the company. 

What Canadians didn’t see 
was the deliberation between 
the co-founders, who ultim¬ 
ately decided to reject the of¬ 
fer. 

“It just wasn’t the right 
time for us,” Bartek, a gradu¬ 
ate of Dalhousie University, 
said Thursday. 

He said since last April, 
when the episode was taped, 
their product has had to over¬ 
come many challenges in or¬ 
der to be market-ready. 

That’s not surprising, he 
said, since the packaging is 
one-of-a-kind and isn’t operat¬ 
ing on any pre-existing stan¬ 
dards or models. 

Learning on the go has 
been the company’s style 
since its early days as a busi¬ 


ness startup dreamed up by 
Ontario natives Bartek and 
McDonald, who 2-1/2 years 
ago were students in the 
Norman Newman Centre 
for Entrepreneurship at Dal¬ 
housie. 

“Being in a startup and 
growing so fast (that) at the 
time it didn’t make that much 
sense for us,” Bartek said of 
the rejected deal on Thurs¬ 
day. “Situations change quite 
quickly and quite rapidly in 
this business.” 

Although the guys left the 
Den with empty pockets, they 
didn’t leave empty-handed. 

Bartek said the company 
received that extra push it 
needed to take its product to 
the next level, and nearly a 
year later it’s gearing up for a 
full launch on Ontario LCBO 
shelves in May. 

“We learn from our mis¬ 
takes,” Bartek said. 


City ‘a bit behind’ on garbage removal in parks 


Icy streets and sidewalks have 
been keeping city crews too 
busy to take out the trash. 

Over the past week, warm 
temperatures have melted 
snow across the Halifax re¬ 
gion and given residents a rea¬ 
son to enjoy the local parks. 

City spokeswoman Tiffany 
Chase said in that time, calls 
about overflowing garbage 


cans have been piling up. 

Chase said part of the 
problem is that the same 
staff who have been working 
“extremely hard” to clear the 
streets and sidewalks are also 
responsible for emptying cans 
in parks and trails. 

“We are a bit behind given 
the significant effort we’ve 
been putting forward on 


snow and ice removal,” she 
said Thursday. 

During the spring and 
summer months, Chase said, 
there are usually eight people 
doing regular rounds to check 
on trash cans, but less time 
and fewer staff are needed for 
garbage duty in the winter 
when the parks aren’t as busy. 

Coun. Matt Whitman says 


he has spotted a few garbage 
cans, including one at Long 
Lake, with litter spilling out 
over the top and onto the 
ground. But Whitman said 
he was pleased to see staff 
respond the same day he re¬ 
ported the mess. However, 
until the cans are cleaned up, 
he said, residents shouldn’t 
be adding to the issue. 


With snow and ice remov¬ 
al hopefully winding down 
soon, Chase said the city is 
refocusing staff efforts on 
cleaning up the cans. She said 
reporting one through 311 is 
good, but sending in an on¬ 
line form is better, since the 
call service is backlogged with 
weather issues.

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Fish. Cold-water deaths 
not preventable: Minister 


The deaths of salmon and 
trout at three aquaculture 
sites in Nova Scotia, follow¬ 
ing extreme cold weather, 
is a rare event that couldn’t 
have been prevented, the 
province’s fisheries minister 
said Thursday. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment said coastal waters typ¬ 
ically remain above freezing 
during the winter, but eveiy 
five to seven years, cold air 
can cause shallow ocean 
water to drop below -0.7 C, 
the temperature at which 
fish blood freezes. 

The government says that 
in two cases, net pens were 
damaged and dead fish were 
released, but the nets have 
since been repaired and 
there is no evidence that live 
fish escaped. 

Fisheries and Aquaculture 
Minister Keith Colwell said 
it’s still not known exactly 
how many fish have died, 
but the dead fish have been 
removed and properly dis-

posed of. He said at least one 
pen suffered a total loss. 

Colwell said the rare act 
of nature is unfortunate and 
the department will con¬ 
tinue to monitor the situa¬ 
tion. 

“This is a very unusual 
case and it’s not something 
we expect to repeat itself in 
the future,” said Colwell. 

“There’s really nothing 
the company could have 
done or we could have done 
to prevent this. It’s just a 
weather condition.”

Minister promises the 
rights of employees 
will be protected 


The government is discussing 
privatizing some of the work 
done by Service Nova Scotia, 
but the minister responsible 
for the service centres says no 
decisions have been made and 
nothing will happen this year. 

The Nova Scotia govern¬ 
ment has met with officials 
from other provinces that 
have taken the step, Mark Fur¬ 
ey said Thursday after cabinet. 


He said he has also met with a 
number of private-sector com¬ 
panies interested in taking on 
the work. 

Service Nova Scotia has of¬ 
fices across the province that 
offer everything from driver’s- 
licence renewals to debt coun¬ 
selling, but Furey mentioned 
the land, motor-vehicle and 


joint-stock registries only as 
possible areas for privatiza¬ 
tion. 

“These are areas where 
other provinces have explored 
alternative service delivery 
and have been very effective,” 
he said. 

Furey said privatization 
could save money and allow 


the government to focus on 
core departments, such as 
health care and education. 

“The focus is for govern¬ 
ment to restructure and get 
back to our core business,” 
said Furey. 

The rights and benefits of 
public employees would not 
be compromised, and some 
other provinces were able to 
retain all employees after pri¬ 
vatizing services, Furey said. 

“The employees are para¬ 
mount and I personally would 
not advance any model of 
alternative service delivery 
where we compromise the

Mental health. 

RCMP looking into 
better data tracking 
and communication

Halifax RCMP are looking 
into how they can better 
respond to mental health 
events, a move one advocate 
calls a “fantastic” first step. 

At a Board of Police Com¬ 
missioners meeting this 
week, Chief Supt. Roland 
Wells of the Halifax District 
RCMP said he’s struck a 
working group to investigate 
ways of better sharing infor¬ 
mation between dispatchers 
and officers when a mental 
health call comes in, and 
helping people with those 
issues when they encounter 
police. 

“Sometimes the mental 
health challenge gets trans¬ 
lated into criminalization, 
and we don’t want that. 



That’s not best thing for soci¬ 
ety,” Wells said Monday after 
the meeting. 

Wells said there were 653 
mental health events in the 
RCMP district from February 
2013 to Februaiy 2015. Forty- 
four per cent of those hap¬ 
pened in Sackville. 


After seeing those figures, 
he decided it was import¬ 
ant to look into how many 
resources were being used 
through hospital wait times 
and whether there were bet¬ 
ter ways to save money and 
help residents. 

For example, Wells said, 


better data-traclcing could 
alert police to individuals 
who have had multiple men¬ 
tal health events in a year. 
Then, police and other pro¬ 
fessionals could meet the 
person between events to 
discuss interventions with 
them, and the best person to 


call when in crisis. 

That way, Wells said, when 
a call comes in the dispatcher 
would see the file attached to 
the address and pass along 
that knowledge to the re¬ 
sponding officer, or send one 
with whom the resident has a 
good relationship.

“We can mitigate all of 
those risks and we can make 
sure that that person doesn’t 
become a victim,” Wells said. 

Bev Cadham of the 
Among Friends Social Club, 
part of the Canadian Mental 
Health Association’s Hali- 
fax-Dartmouth branch, said 
Monday the more police edu¬ 
cate themselves about men¬ 
tal health and move towards 
analyzing situations instead 
of just reacting, “the better.” 

“This is great if they’re 
moving forward on this and 
they’ve actually started to 
engage in conversation,” 
Cadham said. “That’s fantas¬ 
tic that they’re taking that 
first step. It’s hopeful.”

Military. RCAF buddy 
helps former bomber 
receive service medals 
— 70 years late 


It’s taken 70 years but Roy Mor¬ 
rison’s long-awaited war med¬ 
als are now in hand. 

“Finally,” the 91-year-old 
Truro Heights resident said 
of his reaction when the five 
medals he earned as a mem¬ 
ber of the Royal Canadian Air 
Force during the Second World 
War arrived in the mail. 

“The kids were all veiy ex¬ 
cited when I got them,” he said 
of his four grown children. 
“They all wanted to see them, 
touch them, feel them.” 

Morrison, who grew up in 
Greenfield, attempted to en¬ 
list in the air force at age 17, 
although he had to wait until 
he turned 18 before being ac¬ 
cepted. 

“I aspired to be a pilot. So 
I signed up to be a pilot,” he 
said. “I flew an airplane before 
I ever drove a car.” 

Although he made it 
through elementaiy stages of 
flight training, Morrison never 
received his wings and was in¬ 
stead reassigned to tail gunner 
duties. By the fall of 1943, Mor¬ 
rison shipped off to England 
where he was assigned to the 
Royal Air Force Bomber Com-

mand #90 Squadron. 

In all, Morrison flew with 
his crew on 35 successful 
bombing missions over Ger¬ 
many, beginning with his 
first on Nov. 15, 1943 and his 
last one on April 9,1945. And, 
for each of those 35 flights — 
some of which saw enemy flak 
penetrating the fuselage of his 
plane — Morrison worried it 
would be his last. 

He did return home safely, 
however, married and raised a 
family in Upper Onslow, where 
he lived for 37 years while 
working in the home heating 
business. 

Unlike many of his com¬ 
rades, however, Warrant Offi¬ 
cer James Roy Morrison never 
received any official recogni¬ 
tion of his service, despite 
knowing that he had been 
awarded a number of medals. 

After inquiring about the 
issue with Veterans Affairs 
once during the 1950s and not 
getting a response, Morrison 
quietly went on with his life. 

Early last November, while 
meeting for his daily lunch 
session with four buddies, 
one of the group — Harvey 
Coll, also an RCAF veteran — 
inquired whether Morrison 
would be taking part in the 
Remembrance Day parade. “‘I 
just don’t do that kind of thing 
anymore,”’ Coll recounted of 
Morrison’s response. 

At some point the conversa¬ 
tion got around to medals and 
Morrison mentioned that his 
had never come through. 

With Morrison’s blessing, 
Coll made some inquiries with 
Veterans Affairs and approxi¬ 
mately three weeks ago, the 
five medals finally arrived.

A Sydney man sentenced to 
a federal prison term on sex 
offences thanked his victims 
Thursday for coming forward. 

“I am truly sorry for 
what I did and I am glad you 
guys stepped forward,” said 
51-year-old Clarence William 
Mollons, before he was sen¬ 
tenced to a two-year jail 
term. 

In addressing the court, 
Mollons said he had hated 
himself since the age of eight 


but that now he wants to 
begin a new life and get the 
help he needs to stop the 
cycle of sexual abuse. 

The Supreme Court sen¬ 
tencing hearing was told that 
Mollons himself was a victim 
of child sexual abuse and en¬ 
dured physical abuse while 
growing up.

He was sentenced after

While the male victim de¬ 
clined to file victim impact 
statement, the female victim 
spoke directly about the pain

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Harper playing with fire: Critics 



Quebec. Tensions 
brewing between 
Conservatives and 
Muslim community 


Whether it is to realign Can¬ 
adian values in an age of ter¬ 
ror, or simply to win votes, crit¬ 
ics warn that Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper could be tak¬ 
ing the country along a turbu¬ 
lent course with his broadside 
against the niqab and stricter 
strains of the Muslim faith. 

Look far enough along that 
path and you will see the prov¬ 
ince of Quebec, whose struggle 
with the faith has been going 
on for years and is nowhere 
near finished. 

In Herouxville, Que., a 
cheeky town council decided 
in 2007 to outlaw face cover¬ 
ings in public (except for Hal¬ 
loween, of course). That led to 
a multi-million-dollar commis¬ 
sion on religious accommoda¬ 
tion. A political proposal to 
ban the wearing of religious 
symbols failed to pass into law, 
but not before reports came in 
of mounting aggression and 
abuse against veiled women. 
Now, Muslim communities 
across Quebec are reporting 
that there is suddenly no room 
and no appetite when they are 
seeking permission to open 
places of worship. 

“It’s as if it’s OK today to 
be a Muslim in our society as 
long as we’re invisible,” said 
Haroun Bouazzi, co-president 
of the Quebec Association of 
Muslims and Arabs for a Secu¬ 
lar Society.

The Harper government’s 
decision to appeal a court rul¬ 
ing allowing a Muslim woman 
to wear a niqab (an Islamic face 
covering with openings only 
for a woman’s eyes) while tak¬ 
ing the oath of citizenship, was 
one federal step in the prov¬ 
ince’s path. But the prime min¬ 
ister’s assertion that the niqab 
is the product of a culture that 
is “anti-women,” seems like an 
administration doubling down 
in preparation for an election. 

It’s been tried before by the 
Parti Quebecois government. 
The PQ found spirited support 
for a legally dubious ban on 
the wearing of religious sym¬ 
bols by judges, bureaucrats, 
university professors and even 
daycare employees, only to 
have their gains undermined 


in last year’s provincial elec¬ 
tion by a jumbled stance on 
how to achieve Quebec’s in¬ 
dependence. 

“It’s true, the niqab is anti¬ 
woman. We have to say it clear¬ 
ly and stop beating around the 
bush out of fear of upsetting 
people,” Bernard Drainville, 
the architect of the PQ Values 
Charter who is now running 
for the party’s leadership, told 
Radio-Canada Thursday. 

Drainville made pains to 


note that he was aligned with 
his party’s federal cousins, the 
Bloc Quebecois, rather than 
with the Conservatives. But 
so strident was he in his de¬ 
nunciation of Harper’s main 
political threats, NDP leader 
Thomas Mulcair and Liberal 
leader Justin Trudeau, that it 
was the effect rather than the 
intention that mattered most. 

“I listen to Mulcair and Tru¬ 
deau and I say to myself that 
it’s the ideology of multicultur- 


alism pushed to the extreme. 
They’re not even able to say 
that the niqab is anti-woman, 
that it’s an obvious sign of fun¬ 
damentalism. I can’t believe 
it,” Drainville said. 

Clues come from a Sep¬ 
tember 2013 study of the 
values charter by the polling 
firm CROP. It found strong¬ 
est support for the PQ values 
charter among the old stock 
francophone Quebecers who 
five in the rural regions, cling 


to their Catholic heritage and 
overwhelmingly believe that 
immigrants are washing over 
their land and their way of life.

A Calgaiy woman killed Wed¬ 
nesday off the coast of Cabo 
San Lucas in Mexico after a grey 
whale crashed into a tourist 
boat has been identified as Jen 
Karren. 

Cabo Adventure, the com¬ 
pany behind the Snorkel & Sea 
Adventure tour that Karren was 
on, said the 35-year-old woman 
was killed after a whale broke 
the water’s surface, causing the 
boat’s captain to make a “sud¬ 
den manoeuvre” on Wednes¬ 
day morning. 

An official with the One 
World Hospital by Saint Luke’s 
in Cabo San Lucas confirmed

the identity of the woman to 
Metro on Thursday afternoon. 

According to her Faceboolc 
page, Karren was an employee 
in the mailroom of Worley Par¬ 
sons Ltd., an international con¬ 
struction consulting firm work¬ 
ing in the energy and resource 
sector. 

A statement from Cabo Ad¬ 
ventures explained the boat 
was travelling from Santa 
Maria and the incident oc¬ 
curred around the Hotel Fiesta 
Americana. 

“The whale hit the boat on 
one side, which caused two pas¬ 
sengers to be hurt and unfortu¬ 
nately the death of one passen¬ 
ger,” said Felipe Diez-Canedo, 
general director of Cabo Adven¬ 
tures. 

It’s believed the force of the 
impact with the whale sent 
the victim into the water. A 
guide on the ship and another 
passenger jumped in to rescue 
her, and a second passenger, a 
nurse, performed CPR aboard 
the ship. 

“On arrival to the marina, 


the paramedics took the pas¬ 
senger to a private hospital 
where, unfortunately, (she) 
passed away,” Diez-Canedo said. 

One of the other two injured 
passengers has since been re¬ 
leased from hospital, and a 
second was due to be released 
Thursday evening. 

Foreign Affairs issued a 
statement to Metro early Thurs- 
day. 


“Our thoughts are with the 
family and friends of a Can¬ 
adian citizen who passed away 
in Mexico. Canadian consular 
officials in Cabo San Lucas are 
providing consular assistance 
to the family in this difficult 
time,” spokesman John Bab¬ 
cock said in an email. 

It’s believed 24 people were 
on the tourist boat at the time 
of the incident.

Transport Canada 
proposes tougher 
safety standard 

Proposed new federal

12-year term sought for 
accused Canadian teacher 


Indonesian prosecutors are 
seeking 12-year jail terms for a 
Canadian teacher and an Indo¬ 
nesian teaching assistant ac¬ 
cused of sexually abusing three 
young children at a prestigious 
international school. 

Neil Bantleman, of Burling¬ 
ton, Ont., and Ferdinant Tjiong, 
who were arrested in July, say 
they are innocent, as do a num¬ 
ber of fellow teachers and the 
principal at the Jakarta Inter¬ 
national School. 

They are being tried on 
charges of violating the Child 


Protection Law, which provides 
a maximum penalty of 15 years 
in jail. 

Prosecutors told reporters 
after a hearing Thursday that 
the heavy sentences are being 
sought because as teachers they 
had traumatized the victims. 

“As teachers they have to 
set a good example, instead of 
committing deeds that cause 
trauma to the students that 
takes a long time to treat,” pros¬ 
ecutor Ade Rohimah said.

Critics fear new anti-tenor 
bill will tread on rights 


The federal government’s as¬ 
surances that its anti-terrorism 
bill will not be a licence to spy 
on activists have done little to 
calm the fears of aboriginal 
leaders, environmentalists and 
human-rights advocates. 

Several critics said Thurs¬ 
day they have reason to believe 
the legislation would be used 
to step up surveillance of pro¬ 
testers opposed to petroleum 
projects and other resource de¬ 
velopments. 

“We don’t want to be 
labelled as terrorists in our own 
territories, our own homelands, 


for standing up to protect the 
land and waters,” Assembly 
of First Nations national chief 
Peny Bellegarde told the House 
of Commons public-safety com¬ 
mittee. 

Bellegarde indicated the 
bill would be challenged in the 
courts, saying the federal gov¬ 
ernment did not fulfil its duty 
to consult Aboriginal Peoples. 

The committee plans to hear 
more than 50 witnesses on the 
bill, introduced in response to 
extremist-inspired attacks that 
killed two Canadian soldiers 
last October, the Canadian press

Francis’s reforms 
popular worldwide; 
traditionalists less 
thrilled 


Pope Francis marks his second 
anniversaiy Friday riding a 
wave of popularity that has 
reinvigorated the Catholic 
Church in ways not seen since 
the days of St. John Paul II. He’s 
also entering a challenging 
third year, facing dissent from 
within on eveiything from 
financial reform to family 
issues. 

Is the honeymoon over? 

According to the Pew Re¬ 
search Center, not by a long 
shot, at least as far as ordinaiy 
faithful are concerned: Nine 
out of 10 U.S. Catholics have 
a favourable view of Francis, 
including six in 10 who have a 
“veiy favourable” view. Those 


are rankings not seen since 
John Paul’s rock star days. And 
they trump the favourability 
ratings for Pope Benedict XVI 
even among more orthodox, 
church-going Catholics. 

“Two years after his elec¬ 
tion, Francis has made the face 
of the papacy irreversible,” Ital¬ 
ian Vatican analyst Marco Pol- 
iti wrote recently. “Returning 
to a doctrinaire, absolute mon¬ 
arch, icon-pope will never be 
possible, without a dramatic 
loss in contact with contem- 
poraiy society, believers and 
non-believers alike.” 

Yet opposition abounds, 
most vocally among commen¬ 
tators but also some cardinals 
and bishops: Traditionalist 
Catholics have been joined 
by more mainstream con¬ 
servatives who cringe at his 
mercy-over-morals priorities 
and apparent willingness to 
entertain pastoral approaches 
that might not follow Rome’s 
ruleboolc.

Health rumours abound 
amid Putin disappearance 


Speculation is swirling in 
Russia about the state of 
Vladimir Putin’s health, as 
an unusual spell outside the 
public eye fuels the rumour 
mill. On Thursday, the Rus¬ 
sian president’s spokesman 
sought to quash such talk, 
saying in an interview that 
Putin’s health is “really per¬ 
fect.” 

Dmitiy Peskov told The As¬ 
sociated Press that Putin has 


a busy agenda in the coming 
days, including some inter¬ 
national meetings. He said 
that next week the president 
is set to make a trip to Kaz¬ 
akhstan, which had been 
planned for this week but 
abruptly postponed. 

The 62-year old Russian 
leader was last seen in public 
on March 5, when he hosted 
Italian Prime Minister Mat- 
teo Renzi before falling out 


of sight for a week — a highly 
unusual absence. The Krem¬ 
lin insisted that the president 
had a few other official meet¬ 
ings in the following days, but 
some Russian media contest¬ 
ed that and claimed they had 
actually taken place earlier. 

Peskov rejected the allega¬ 
tions, and insisted that the 
Russian leader was keeping 
his usual busy schedule.

Atlanta. Residents call

Missouri. Bloodshed 
threatened to inflame 
the already fraught 
relationship between 
police and protesters 


With measured remarks and a 
conciliatoiy tone, police, polit¬ 
ical leaders and civil-rights activ¬ 
ists on Thursday sought to tamp 
down tensions after two police 
officers were shot in front of 
the Ferguson Police Department 
during a protest. 

The officers were quickly 
released from the hospital, but 
St. Louis County Police Chief 
Jon Belmar said they could have 
easily been killed and called 
the attack “an ambush.” Mean¬ 
while, people were taken in for 
questioning after a SWAT team 
converged on a Ferguson home 
near the shooting site. Police did 
not immediately offer details. 

The shootings marked the 
first time in eight months of 
tension in Ferguson that of¬ 


ficers were shot at a protest, 
and the bloodshed threatened 
to inflame the already fraught 
relationship between police 
and protesters just as the city 
seeks reforms in the wake of a 
withering Justice Department 
report on its law-enforcement 
practices. 

The attack resonated all the 
way to Washington. President 
Barack Obama took to Twitter 
to relay his prayers to the offi¬ 
cers and to denounce violence 
against police as unacceptable. 
“Path to justice is one all of us 
must travel together,” Obama 
wrote, signing the tweet with his 
initials to indicate the president 
personally composed it. 

Attorney General Eric Holder 
called the shooting “inexcusable 
and repugnant.” 

The shots were fired early 
Thursday just as a small crowd 
of protesters began to break 
up after a demonstration that 
unfolded hours after the resig¬ 
nation of Ferguson Police Chief 
Tom Jackson. 

The shots were believed to 


come from a handgun fired 
across the street from the police 
department, which has been a 
national focal point since the 


Aug. 9 shooting death of Mi¬ 
chael Brown, who was black 
and unarmed, by a white police

About 150 workers were 
on duty when the collapse 
occurred in Mongla in Bager- 
hat district, fire official Miza- 
nur Rahman said. 

He said at least 40 people 
were rescued from under the 
debris and up to 40 others 
were feared trapped. Many

Canadian broadcasters will 
have less-stringent Canadian 
content requirements, but be 
required to fund higher-qual¬ 
ity homegrown productions 
as a result of the findings of 
the CRTC’s Let Talk TV public 
hearings. 

Jean-Pierre Blais, chair¬ 
man of the CRTC, outlined 
changes intended to develop 
better Canadian program¬ 
ming Thursday in Ottawa. 

Canadian content restric¬ 
tions will be relaxed, except 
in the prime-time viewing 
window (6 to 11 p.m.). Spe¬ 
cialty channels will have to 
show 35 per cent Canadian 
programming throughout 


their schedules, and some 
local stations will not have 
to have any CanCon in non¬ 
prime time viewing time 
slots. 

Specialty channels like 
HGTV, Space and MTV Can¬ 
ada which have had genre 
protection to limit competi¬ 
tion — but also license re¬ 
quirements that limited what 
kind of content they could 
show — will see those restric¬ 
tions lifted. 

All Canadian broadcasters 
will have to invest in home¬ 
grown production, and there 
are changes to productions 
being labelled Canadian con¬ 
tent. One pilot project will 
encourage adaptations of 
Canadian novels, and another 
will focus on series with a $2 
million budget per hour, but 
both will require a Canadian 
screenwriter, leading actor or 
production company to qual¬ 
ify as Canadian content.

France. Yogurt cartel 
fined for fixing prices 


Frantic text messages be¬ 
tween French CEOs about 
cottage cheese prices; clan¬ 
destine smoke breaks in a 
Left Bank apartment to col¬ 
lude on yogurt strategy: A 
ruling Thursday by France’s 
competition authority makes 
for rich reading 

It details a web of secret 
meetings, handwritten charts 
and phone exchanges over six 
years to fix prices on many of 
the yogurt-related goods on 
French supermarket shelves. 

Eleven companies were hit 
with 192 million euros (about 
$258 million) in fines for the 
cartel, including Yoplait and 
Lactalis and makers of most 
of the store-brand yogurt sold 


around France. 

The cartel was uncovered 
thanks to a special proced¬ 
ure that allows companies 
to report their own price¬ 
fixing activity to regulators 
in exchange for reduced pun¬ 
ishment. Yoplait, majority- 
owned by U.S.-based General 
Mills Inc., was the first com¬ 
pany to report the activity, 
and was given no fines. 

Company bosses sketched 
out secret deals in hotel 
rooms and on special phone 
lines to avoid detection. 

The ruling found that the 
companies agreed on how 
and when to raise prices from 
2006 to 2012, and divided up 
volumes, the associated press

“How do you do a glass 
shoe?” 

It sounds like a question 
from an age-old nursery 
rhyme, but was actually a 
real problem for Sandy Pow¬ 
ell, the Academy Award¬ 
winning costume designer 
of the new live-action ver¬ 
sion of Cinderella. 

Powell, whose Oscars for 
Shakespeare in Love, The 
Aviator and The Young Vic¬ 
toria decorate her mantle, 
gave me a sneak peek at the 
unique shoes given to Cin¬ 
derella (played by Downton 
Abbey’s Lily James) by her 
Fairy Godmother months in 
advance of this weekend’s 
opening. 

“The glass slipper had 
nothing to do with any 
shoemakers because it is 
made of crystal,” Powell ex¬ 
plained. 

Working with Swarovslci, 
she designed the shoe, com¬ 
plete with a six-inch heel 
and 221 facets with their 
light-reflecting Crystal Blue 
Aurora Borealis coating, out 
of solid crystal. 

“No one can actually 
put their foot in that,” she 
says. 

“It’s a prop. In effect I 
was designing a prop that 
gets held and gets tried on 
but for her (to walk in) we 
made another shoe that 
was the same shape, in 
leather, that she could wear 
and then the visual effects 
(transformed it to) the glass 
on her foot.

“We didn’t know if it was 
going to be possible until 
the first one came hot off 
the press.” 

Eight crystal shoes were 
made, but in order to save 
time and money, there was 
no left or right foot, just 
neutral, according to Pow¬ 
ell. 

“No one is going to no¬ 
tice,” she says. “Doing a pair 
would have taken twice as 
long and we never see two 
at the same time.” 

Working with Disney 
to bring Cinderella to life 
brings Powell full circle 
back to the movie that set 
her on her career path. 

She cites the Mouse 
House’s Mary Poppins as an 
early influence, adding, 

“I’ve always been in¬ 
spired by clothes and I have 
always loved films.” 

These days, 40 movies 
and three Oscars later, Pow¬ 
ell is still finding plenty of 
passion in her work. 

“I love it. 

“It gives me great satis¬ 
faction,” she says.

Director Liv Ullmann 
decided not to make her go 
through rehearsal for a par¬ 
ticularly agonizing scene in¬ 
volving a pet bird. 

“I came into rehearsal and 
I was feeling really depressed 
and down,” Chastain recalled 
in a telephone interview. “Liv 
saw that, and the incredible 
thing about working with a 
director as sensitive as she is, 
is then she goes, ‘You know 
what?

“That, I was very grateful 
for.” 

Ullmann, known as one 
of Swedish director Ingmar 
Bergman’s actress muses, 
adapted the story from the 
1888 August Strindberg play. 

Chastain, 37, plays the 
daughter of an Anglo-Irish 
aristocrat who instigates an 
emotionally draining battle 
of power and intimacy with a 
valet named John (Colin Far¬ 
rell) at their estate while her 
father is away.

• “He caught it on camera 
and I think that was 
smart. It kind of sets up 
the whole movie. It feels 
in that moment that Ella 
is very strong.” 


“I was kind of up for 
playing the off-centre part; 
the quirkier, funnier part. I 
paced the corridor for about 
20 minutes and the break¬ 
down of the part that Ken 
(Branagh) had given me kind 
of struck me. It said she had 
a generous spirit and a gen¬ 
erous nature and an open 
heart and I think because 
I didn’t have time to over 
think I just went in and just 
read it. I think I was much 
better for it.” 

So how will Downton Ab¬ 
bey fans react to seeing her 
familiar face as Cinderella? 

“I hope lovingly,” she 
laughs. “I didn’t think there 
were many similarities, but 
some people have said they 
think are. I watched the 
film and in the first scene 
I thought, ‘Oh no! I’m play¬ 
ing Rose.’ Then thankfully I 
shed it.”

Joining an established fran¬ 
chise the second movie in can 
be daunting even for the most 
experienced of actresses, and 
for Naomi Watts becoming a 
part of The Divergent Series: 
Insurgent was no exception. 

“That can always be scaiy, 
the first day. When I arrived 
on the set, it was a little scary 
because this is a very well- 
oiled machine,” Watts says. 
“I was just wildly impressed 


with how things were going 
and how fast they were mov¬ 
ing and how disciplined all 
of these young actors were. 
When there’s that many 
people, you can sometimes 
sense a little rivaliy here, a 
few issues there, but they felt 
veiy connected and veiy col¬ 
laborative.” 

The centre of that warm 
fuzziness, apparently, was ser¬ 
ies star Shailene Woodley. “I 


remember when I first met 
Shailene I was just enveloped 
in this giant hug,” Watts re¬ 
calls. “It felt so warm and just 
relaxed me right away.” 

Watts co-stars as Evelyn, 
estranged mother of Four 
(Theo James) and leader of the 
outcast Factionless in the dys¬ 
topian future of the Divergent 
world, but as an actress she 
honestly thought her action- 
packed days were behind her.

“I remember back in the day, 
when I was sort of at the veiy 
end of my ingenue days, being 
in King Kong and having to do 
quite a lot of physical stuff, 
making the promise to my¬ 
self that I would never do that 
again,” she says with a laugh. 
“But now I’m an older woman 
— or a much more mature 
woman — and I don’t have to 
do quite what Shailene has to 
go through. But we’ll see about 
that for the next movie.” 

But while the action wasn’t 
too involving for her — this go 
round, at least — there were 
some aspects to Evelyn that 
were tough to connect with, 
like the fact that she aban¬ 
doned her son when he was 
veiy young. 

“That one was veiy hard to 
reconcile,” Watts admits. But 
we know that she was going 
through something that she 
felt was life-threatening and 


a great deal of abuse, and that 
was a survival choice that she 
had to make. But I couldn’t 
imagine that anything could 
be so bad that my children 
would be left, but this is the 
world of stoiytelling.” 

Of course, while the Diver¬ 
gent franchise has been up 
and running already, Watts 
sees this as just the beginning 
for Evelyn. “It’s a fun charac¬ 
ter because that’s a complex 
thing to take on, the regret. 
But she’s got drive, and she 
wants to fix the relationship, 
genuinely, I do think that,” 
she says. “Perhaps there’s 
something else going on as 
well, like she knows that both 
of (Woodley’s and James’) 
characters are going to help 
her achieve things. So it’s hard 
to establish what her motives 
are in this movie. We’ve ob¬ 
viously explore that more in 
the next movie.”

Twenty years ago, Evander 
Holyfield was one of the bad- 
dest (and richest) dudes to 
ever grace the canvas of a box¬ 
ing ring. A world-class pugilist 
who fought his way up from 
poverty, ‘The Real Deal’ had a 
killer knockout punch, and a 
bank account to match. 

Fast-forward just a few 
years later, and this ven¬ 
erable practitioner of the 
Sweet Science was losing the 
fight against a different kind 
of opponent: rampant, un¬ 
restrained success. 

Champs, a new documen- 
taiy from filmmaker Bert 
Marcus (How to Make Money 
Selling Drugs), chronicles the 
out-of-the-ring financial and 
personal struggles of prize 
fighting legends Holyfield, 
Mike Tyson and Bernard Hop¬ 
kins. It’s the stoiy of how 
money mismanagement and 
personal problems left some 
of boxing’s biggest names 
down for the count. 

So just how do you go from 
being a $200-million king 
of the ring to broke? Metro 
spoke with The Real Deal to 
do a little verbal sparring and 
find out. 

“I had a contract which al¬ 
lowed me to make $50,000 in 
my first (professional) fight,” 
says Holyfield, “which was 
humungous because I was 
making $8,000 a year, with 
three jobs. And so here I am, 
a person who fought for 
12 years as an amateur for 
free. Now I’m getting paid 
to do something that I 
love doing already.” 

That was just the be¬ 
ginning. 

At the height of his ca¬ 
reer, Holyfield’s biggest fights 
were grossing anywhere from 
$77 to $100 million. He report¬ 
edly earned $35 million for 
his rematch with Tyson (the 
infamous Bite Fight) alone. 

“Having the money, and 
not knowing when to say 
‘no,’” he says, was the prob¬ 



lem. 

“Of course when I made all 
this money ... I wanted eveiy- 
body to do well. I was willing 
to do what is necessary to 
help eveiybody.” 

With a generous heart, 
deep pockets and little know¬ 
ledge of finance, Holyfield’s 
millions didn’t go the dis¬ 
tance. 

“My mother said, ‘Son, you 
cannot make nobody rich. 
You can give them an oppor¬ 
tunity to be rich, but they got 
to do the work — or you’ll go 
broke.’ And unfortunately, 
you know what, that’s what 
happened.”

was forced to sell his 
44,234-square-foot mansion 
and auction off some of his 
most prized possessions, in¬ 
cluding memorabilia from his 
1984 Olympic bronze medal 
win, many of his champion¬ 
ship title belts, and an array 
of fight-used robes and gloves. 

In the end, the one thing 
he was able to keep, says Holy- 
field, was his positive attitude. 

“I didn’t let people change 
me from the attitude I had to¬ 
wards people. 

“I had to think back to 
what I was brought up on and 
the word of God. And the only 
thing that I had to build my 
faith on was that the second

Sequels. Disney divulges 
details about Star Wars 
and Frozen followups 


Let it go (on)! 

The Walt Disney Co. on 
Thursday announced plans 
to make a sequel to the ani¬ 
mated mega-hit Frozen, and 
revealed new details about 
the upcoming Star Wars re¬ 
boot. 

Frozen 2 had been widely 
expected for a film that has 
become a juggernaut for 
Disney. Since its release in 
November 2013, it has made 
nearly $1.3 billion globally 
at the box office, generated 
a massive merchandising 
revenue stream and won 
the Academy Award for best 
animated feature. 

Disney didn’t announce 
any details on the sequel’s 
plot or a release date, but 
said directors Jennifer Lee 
and Chris Buck will be re¬ 
turning. 


Disney chairman and 
CEO Bob Iger also an¬ 
nounced at the shareholder 
meeting that new Star Wars 
film will be called Rogue 
One and will be directed by 
Gareth Edwards (Godzilla).

Alanis Morissette made her 
Junos debut back in 1992, 
wearing buoyant ringlets, a 
bejewelled off-the-shoulder 
dress, and the dumbstruck 
expression of a 17-year-old 
leaping blindly into the glare 
of the spotlight. She was 
dressed in the disguise of a 
dance-pop featherweight, 
which ultimately didn’t fit. 

But at least the dress did. 

“Not unlike most brides 
around the planet, I put all 
my stress into what dress I 
would wear,” Morissette re¬ 
called with a laugh recently, 
marvelling at the “absolutely 
terrifying” event. 

“I just remember being 
really nervous and over the 
moon about the fact that I 
held eye contact with Bryan 
Adams for longer than one 
millisecond.” 

The award she was given 
that night — most promising 
female vocalist — turned out 
to be prescient. 23 years later, 
Morissette is being ushered 
into the Canadian Music Hall 
of Fame after a distinguished 
— and ongoing! — career

that has spanned more than 
60 million albums sold, seven 
Grammys and 12 Junos. 

Days before Morissette 
was to receive the honour 
and perform at this week¬ 
end’s Juno Awards, the 
40-year-old spoke about her 
career from her home in 
Brentwood, Calif. 

What does this honour 
mean to you? 

Mostly it’s just me coming 
into the arms of Canada. I’m 
Canadian to the bone. To be 
honoured by Canadians is 
precious to me. 

It’s the 20th anniversary of 
Jagged Little Pill and you’re 
adapting it into a musical. 
What sort of emotions does 
that album evoke for you? 
There’s a continuity there 
that has remained true for 
two decades straight, which 
is just social commentaiy, 
eating disorder commen¬ 
tary, embracing emotions, 
flying in the face of what’s 
expected. So many of these 
themes... seem timeless in 
a way, which is lovely. It’s 
not the kind of record that I 
would discourage a 15-year- 
old from listening to. It’s 
quite the opposite. 

You won five Junos in 1996 
and in acceptance discussed 


how an artist’s growth oc¬ 
curs in public. Was all the 
attention a lot to bear? 

It was. It was a lot of pres¬ 
sure and I hated it. So to take 
some of the intensity away, 

I wrote Uninvited (for the 
City of Angels soundtrack 
in 1998). That was really not 
encouraged by my record 
company. They wanted me 
to take all that white-hot 
heat and put it into the fol¬ 
lowup for Jagged Little Pill. 

But I was buckling under 
that pressure and I didn’t 
want to write. I was super 
burnt-out from touring and 
had I not succumbed to any 
of the pressure, who knows, 

I might have been the artist 
who writes a record every 10 
years. 

So you were never infatu¬ 
ated with fame? 

I was definitely intrigued. 

I was sold the same bill of 
goods that the planet has 
been sold, which is that 
when you’re famous, you’re 
Kumbaya-ing with Meryl 
Streep and Johnny Depp is 
petting your head while you 
sit around a fire (laughs). 

So when I entered into that 
whole celebrity fray, it was 
actually quite isolating.

• l cinnamon stick or l tsp 
ground cinnamon 

• 1/4 tsp ground nutmeg 
Marinade 

• 1/2 cup (125 ml) plain yogurt 

• l onion, chopped 

• 3 cloves garlic, crushed 

• 2 tbsp garam masala 

• 2 tbsp freshly squeezed lemon 
juice 

• l tsp (5 ml) grated lemon zest 

• l tbsp fresh ginger, grated 

• l tsp salt 

• 12 skinless and boneless 
chicken thighs or 6 skinless and 
boneless chicken breasts 



You can also prepare the 
Chicken Tikka on skewers. To 
do this, cut the chicken into 
small pieces before marinat¬ 
ing. Soak wooden skewers in 
water for 15 minutes before 
you thread the pieces of chick¬ 
en. Grill or bake for about 10 
minutes in the middle of a 400 
F (200 C) oven.

or the oven to 400 F (200 C). 

3 . Lightly score the skin of 
each piece of chicken with 
a sharp knife. Grill or bake 
in the middle of the oven for 
about 25 minutes, turning 
chicken occasionally, until 
cooked and lightly browned.
